each y ear. 
This has alway s su pplied the demand 
and there hav e alway s been 
a 
few 
hu ndred left ov er. 
This y ear eig ht 
hu ndred of the thou sand season tick ­ 
ets were placed in the hands of the 
g u arantors. 
It is now a m atter of history with 
w hat rapidity they were pu rchased

Indianapolis police at the requ est 
of the missing man’s brother, H. F. 
Bu zatt, of Cincinnati, 
and 
of 
his* 
wife’s folk s, the Camerons are insti­ 
tu ting a search all ov er Indianapolis* 
and in Cincinnati for the contractor, 
and Wednesday morning it was learned 
throu g h an Indianapolis & Cincinnati 
traction crew that Bu zatt had g one to 
Shelby v ille on one of the company 4« 
cars. 
When Messrs. 
Cameron took 
u p the search there they met sev eral 
persons that had seen and recog nized 
Bu zatt, he being qu ite well k nown in 
that city , from the fact that his firm 
has done a g reat deal of contracting 
work in the Shelby cou nty capital. 
Later dev elopments 
in 
the 
case 
showed that 
Bu zatt had 
reached 
Greensbu rg Tu esday afternoon short­ 
ly after the dinner hou r, so Messrs. 
Cameron went to Greensbu rg to tak e 
u p the clew which is so fa r prov ing a 
difficu lt one to follow. 
Ag ent Ira Aldrich, at Greensbu rg , 
when he was shown a pictu re of Bu z­ 
att recog nized him as a 
man 
that 
alig hted from the car which arriv ed at 
Greensbu rg in at 2:12 Tu esday a f­ 
ternoon for Bu zatt had approached 
him and inqu ired abou t a larg e man, 
whom he said he was to meet here. 
Mr. Aldrich cou ld g iv e the missing 
contractor no information of the one 
he sou g ht, bu t when the brother, II. 
F. Bu zatt, came here y esterday afte r­ 
noon and made inqu ire 
for 
Carey 
Bu zatt. Mr. Aldrich identified him as 
the one Bu zatt probably meant when 
he, hou rs before, had ask ed abou t a 
larg e, heav y set man. 
Messrs. Cameron, who are institu ­ 
ting the search in Greensu rg , are both 
of the opinion that if Bu zatt did not 
g o on to Cincinnati, he has g one north 
from Greensbu rg . 
They ex plain th at 
if Bu zatt and his brother were v ery 
close, and they are of the theory that 
possibly Bu zatt, when he ieft Indiana­ 
polis, did so with the intention of g o­ 
ing to Cincinnati. In his present men­ 
tal condition, he probably thou g ht he 
was on a Big Fou r train, when in­ 
stead he boarded a traction line car. 
If this be the case, then Bu zatt, on 
arriv al in Greensbu rg , and not finding 
his brother, wou ld g o north u ndou b­ 
tedly , as the 
brother 
he 
probably 
seek s, liv es twelv e miles 
north 
of 
Cincinna ti city pro per.

This is the official cou nt, bu t attorney s 
rep resenting the p etitioners for the 
election notified the board that contest 
p roceedings wou ld be taken u p before 
the cou nty comntissioners. 
The con­ 
test will be brou ght on the grou nds 
that a large nu mber of illegal v otes 
were cast by nonresidents of the town­ 
ship and that t^ie election boards of 
the two 
p recincts p erm itted 
these 
v otes to be cou nted. 
The total nu m­ 
ber of v otes cast at the election x v as 
6 7 7 , or 136 more than were cast for all 
six candidates for secretary of state at 
the election last Nov ember in the en­ 
tire township . 


BAD BLAZE AT NEW ALBANY 


Mosaic 
Flooring Plant and Seventeen 


Houses Destroyed. 
New Albany , Ind., Au g. 2 .—The most 
destru ctiv e fire in the history of New 
Albany , which celebrates its centen­ 
nial nex t October, destroy ed the p lant 
of the Wood Mosaic Flooring comp any , 
one of the most ex tensiv e m anu factu r­ 
ing p lants in this city , together with 
sev enteen hou ses in the v icinity of tfhe 
p lant, entailing a less of nearly $300,- 
000. 
The fire originated in the saw mill 
at the Mosaic p lant, sp read rap idly to 
the p laning mill, six dry kilns, millions 
of feet of lu mber in stacte and thou ­ 
sands of logs that were on the grou nds 
of the p lant, that cov ers ten acres. 
A brisk sou thwest wind oarried the 
blaze to the cottages on the west and 
sou th of the p lant, aad they were soon 
in flames. 
Su ch p rogress had the 
flames made when the blaze was dis­ 
cov ered that the fire dep artm ent was 
p owerless to cop e with the blaze. 
W hile firemen were endeav oring to 
sav e one of the bu ildings they were so 
closely crowded by the fire that they 
were forced to flee, leav ing 700 feet of 
hose. 
The loss on the p lant is esti­ 
mated at $2 5 0,000, and the comp any 
has $2 10,000 insu rance. 


FATAL SWI MMI NG 
LESSON 


Fa th e r Unable to Rescue Son Wh o Got 


Into Deep Wa ter. 
Brazil, Ind., Au g. 2 .—Edwin Harris, 
thirteen-y ear-old son ©f Lawrence Har­ 
ris of Chicago, was drowmed u nder the 
Bowling Green bridge. 
The father had p romised to take the 
boy back to “bis ol’ swimmin' hole,” 
and teach him to swim. They went to 
the riv er, the boy waded in before the 
father w*as ready , and got into deep 
water. 
The father div ed after him 
and the two stru ggled together for sev ­ 
eral minu tes, the boy throwing his 
arm s arou nd his father’s neck, taking 
him u nder the water twice. When he 
had released himself the father was 
ex hau sted and was u nable to rescu e 
the boy .

RECALLS INVITATION 


Ambassador W ilso n ’s Presence 


Not Oesired. 


W ashington, Au g. 2 .—In regard to 
the Mex ican situ ation the most inter­ 
esting dev elop ment here was the ac­ 
tion of the hou se committee on foreign 
affairs in ex tending an inv itation to 
Ambassador Henry Lane Wilson to 
ap p ear before the committee asd then 
recalling the inv itation within an hou r. 
It is u nderstood that the rev ocation 
was made by Chairman Flood of the 
hou se committee, at the instance of 
President Wilson himself. 
The p resi­ 
dent regarded with disfav or the grant­ 
ing of any fu rther op p ortu nities for 
Ambassador Wilson to air his v iews 
on Mex ico. 
Ambassador Wilson con­ 
v erted p ractically the entire senate 
committee on foreign relations to his 
way of thinking in regard to Mex ico, 
and the administration v iews with con­ 
cern the dev elop ment of any fu rther 
sentim ent in congress in fav or of rec­ 
ognition of the Hu erta gov ernment as 
op p osed to the mediation p olicy of 
President Wilson. 
Also the adm inistration is ex erting 
ev ery effort to p rev ent fu rther sensa­ 
tional discu ssion in congress of the 
situ ation in Mex ico. 
Chairman Flood 
of the hou se committee annou nced 
that the reason that the meeting was 
called off was that the ambassador is 
in New'York and was u nav ailable. 
Ambssador Wilson himself, howev er, 
offered to come before the hou se com­ 
mittee. 
He sent the following tele­ 
gram ot Chairman Blood: 
"I note in 
morning p ap ers that y ou hav e asked 
me to ap p ear before the hou se com­ 
mittee. 
Hav e had no notice, bu t wish 
y ou to u nderstand that I am at the 
committee’s order at the W aldorf.’’ 
Chairman Flood, p resu mably after 
hav ing receiv ed word from the White 
Hou se, telegrap hed to the ambassador 
as follows: 
“I beg to say that the 
hou se committee has conclu ded that it 
is not necessary or desi.-able u nder 
ex isting circu mstances and conditions 
to hav e y ou ap p ear before it.” 
The imp ression is stronger now than 
ev er that Mr. Wilson will not be sent 
back to Mex ico City as the rep resenta­ 
tiv e of the United States. This action 
of the hou se committee has emp ha­ 
sized the differences between the p res­ 
ident and his ambassador to Mex ico.

Other Balkan States Present 


Their Claims. 


THE BUCHAREST CONFERENCE 


Peace Delegates Gathered at Rouma­ 


nian Capital to Determine Issues of 


the Balkan W a r Have Decided Upon 


the Price Bulgaria W ill Have to Pay 


Fo r Starting thte Recent Trou b le in 


That Quarter of the Earth. 


Bu charest, Au g. 2 . —■ Following are 
the demands made on Bu lgaria by the 
rep resentativ es of the other Balkan 
states at the p eace conference here: 
The frontier shou ld start east from 
the Stru m a riv er, ru n m idday throu gh 
Ru melia and reach the Aegean sea at 
a p oint abou t fifteen miles west of 
Dedeagatch, 
leav ing 
the 
Bu lgarian 
coast line on the Aegean less than 
thirty miles. 
Bu lgaria to renou nce all claims to 
any of the Aegean islands. 
That Bu lgaria shou ld u ndertake p ay ­ 
ment of the losses su ffered by p riv ate 
p ersons throu ghou t the war and the 
settlem ent of ou tstanding claims with 
reference to the old Serbo-Bu lgarian 
frontier. 
That Bu lgaria giv e gu arantees for 
the m aintenance of scholastic and ec­ 
clesiastical freedom for the Greek 
commu nities in Thrace. 
The Bu lgarians asked time to read 
the conditions, and it is u nderstood 
that they will p resent some modifica­ 
tions. 


CLOUDBURSTS DO DAMAGE 


Pennsylvania Reports Heaviest Storm 


Loss in Many Years. 
Philadelp hia, 
Au g. 2 .—The worst 
storm damage in y ears has followed 
the many rainfalls and clou dbu rsts in 
this state. At the water gap the most 
terrific electrical and rain storm in 
the history of the mou ntain regions 
did damage to the ex tent of $5 0,000 
and leit the v illage withou t water pow­ 
er, electricity or telep hone serv ice. At 
York a nu mber of p ersons were in­ 
ju red and mu ch damage was done to 
p rop erty . 
The lightnimg p u t all tele­ 
p hone wires ou t of serv ice and disru p t­ 
ed the trolley sy stem. At Strou dsbu rg 
cellars v rere flooded and telep hone and 
telegrap h wires were badly damaged. 
Clou dbu rsts did more damage to 
railroads a few miles north of here 
than at any time in many y ears. The 
storm centered ov er Manu nka Chu nk, 
where the water came down with 
cru shing effect. It washed oftt 300 feet 
of the Pennsy lv ania tracks and car­ 
ried a flfty -foot embankment with the 
railroad bu ildings down the hillside 
and p iled it on the cou ntry road. 
At 
Egg Harbor, Park lake, containing 
three miles of water, broke throu gh a 
twenty -fou r-inch concrete dam, tearing 
with it the floodgates and a p art of the 
embankment. 
Tke loss will ru n into 
thou sands of dollars.

m ittee they will be hop elessly beaten 
and th(p bill will go before the hou se 
with the backing of both the adminis­ 
tration and the p arty organization. 
Administration leaders are so well 
p leased with the banking and cu rrency 
situ ation in the hou se that they are al­ 
ready to take step s to p rep are the way 
for the bill in the senate.

CRITICISM OF SCHOOLS 
UNJUST, SAY EXPERTS. 


S y ste m Im m ea sura bly Ahea d o f Tha t 
In V o g ue In Fo rmer Times. 


Cu rrent 
criticisms 
of 
the 
pu blic 
school are discu ssed in a report ju st 
issu ed by the United States bu reau of 
edu cation. 
Among other things, the 
contention that the “three P 's” are neg­ 
lected in the modern school is an­ 
sw ered with the emphatic statem ent 
th a t “the three R’s are better tau ght 
today than they were fifty or six ty 
y ears ago.” 
“We frequ ently hear that there are 
‘too many su bjects,’ *too many fads 
and frills,’ and hence neglect of the 
R ’s,” say s the report 
“The critics 
who u tter this sort of criticism seldom 
agree on ex actly w hat the fads and 
frills are, bu t they inv ariably look 
back to a golden past when the so 
called 
‘fu ndam entals’—reading, 
w rit­ 
ing and arithmetic—were tau ght ia 
su ch a wray as nev er to be forgotten. 
As a m atter of fact, the sy stem of to­ 
day is immeasu rably ahead of the 
school sy stem of the past The growth 
has been steady . 
W hatev er may be 
said against the enrichment of the 
cou rse of stu dy , its ‘fads and frills,’ 
th e contention that the essentials, so 
called, hav e su ffered in comparison 
w ith the past falls fla t” 
In discu ssing cu rrent criticism gen­ 
erally , the report finds that mu ch of 
the criticism of the pu blic schools of 
today is du e to a marked change in 
th e pu rpose of pu blic edu cation. “The 
charge of a cu rricu lu m ‘behind the 
tim es’ and the demand for v ocational 
su bjects represent no mere call for 
different school su bjects as su ch, bu t a 
complete transform ation in the idea 
of w hat the pu blic school shou ld do. 
“Those who criticise the bookish cu r­ 
ricu lu m of the pu blic school, whether 
elem entary or high school, are really 
striv ing for w hat they conceiv e to be 
the changed pu rpose of edu cation—to 
reach all the children of ail the people 
with the kind of training that will 
make them not merely intelligent in re­ 
spect to things that are in books, bu t 
will equ ip them directly for the kind of 
life, economic and social, w hich they 
will lead when they leav e school—while 
those who oppose the innov ations do so 
becau se they do not concede this 
broader thou gh apparently more spe­ 
cialised pu rpose.”

great. 
In a test at Fort W adsworth 
trotol was packed into a twelv e inch 
shell, and the shell was fired at armor 
plate 1,000 y ards away . 
The shell 
stru ck the armor plate while going at 
a rate of 2,7 50 feet a second, bu t the 
trotol inside remained u nex ploded in 
spite of the terrific concu ssion. 
Six ou nces of trotol, it is said, will 
do 
the 
ex plosiv e 
work 
of 
twelv e 
ou nces of dy namite. 
Dy namite de­ 
teriorates in water or on the water 
and u nder certain atmospheric condi­ 
tions. 
Trotol can be soaked in water 
for y ears and be as good as ev er. 
It 
looks like wet brown su gar and is 
made u p iu 
sticks 
like dy namite. 
Trotol can be carried wet or dry . and 
the fu lminate of mercu ry , which mu st 
be kept y ards away from dy namite 
lest a prem atu re ex plosion resu lt, may 
come as close as six inches to trotol 
withou t danger. Like dy namite, trotol 
cannot be ex ploded by ignition. 


The Go v ernment'« Ex periment#. 
Trotol has a longer name. 
It is de­ 
riv ed from a coal tar by produ ct which 
has been su bjected to step u p nitra­ 
tion—that is. redu ced to dregs. 
After 
Mr. Woodward had worked ov er it for 
a y ear the United States gov ernment 
began ex periments which lasted for 
two y ears and which conclu ded at 
Peekskill. N. Y.. a short time ago. No 
possible tests remain to be made of 
the new ex plosiv e. 
If there are fu r­ 
ther ones they will hav e to be espe­ 
cially inv ented for i t 
Tests were condu cted at Fort W ads­ 
worth and Peekskill. and the Du Pont 
de Nemou rs Powder company has ex ­ 
hau sted its tests on trotol withou t find­ 
ing a flaw in it. 
The secret formu la 
is possessed in its entirety only by 
Lieu tenant Woodward. 
Gov ernment 
engineers hav e parts of the secret and 
the Du Pont people hav e parts. 
Lieu tenant Woodward declares that 
he will giv e the fu ll secret of trotol 
only to Uncle Sam and will take no 
money for it

DEATH DEALING MACHINE 
SEIZED BY GOVERNMENT 


Rema rka ble Inv entio n o f a Bla ckma iler 
Also Useful In Sa v ing Liv es. 


In the presence of electrical ex perts, 
federal officers and detectiv es in Salt 
Lake City has ju st been demonstrated 
what is said to be perhaps the most re­ 
markable death dealing machine in­ 
v ented in recent y ea*s. . 
The inv ention is the work of W. L. 
Cu mmings, 
twenty -three 
y ears 
old, 
who confessed to federal and mu nicipal 
officers wheu he was arrested that he 
had threatened to u se it to destroy 
Miss Dorothy Bamberger, a wealthy 
society girl of Salt Lake City , u u less 
she gav e him $1,000.000. 
After the 
demonstration gov ernment officials took 
possession of the inv ention. 
W hat is held to be of more impor­ 
tance, the dev ice, it is said, can be 
tu rned to the sav ing of life by pre­ 
v enting train or ship collisions. 
Electricians took the machine Into a 
steel and concrete v au lt in an office 
bu ilding. 
Au other part of the eqntriv - 
ance, on which were mou nted a bell and 
an incandescent globe, was placed in a 
closed room across a ball. 
Then the 
electric cu rrent of the machine was 
tu rned on. 
On the u nattached box in 
the other room the bell rang and the 
lamp glowed brightly . 
In his acknowledged letter to Miss 
Bamberger Cu mmings sent a diagram 
of bis inv ention, say ing he wou ld place 
a su it case of nitrogly cerin in her room 
and ex plode it from a distance. 
The 
demonstration, say the electrical ex ­ 
perts, prov es that" he cou ld hav e done 
this. 
In speaking of his inv ention as he sat 
in his cell Cu mmings said the attach­ 
ment cou ld be installed in locomotiv e 
cabs, where it wou ld giv e a positiv e 
signal if a train ran past a closed block 
signal. 
In war, he said, mines cou ld 
be ex ploded withou t wire attachm ent 
The prisoner told the police he had 
been indu ced to try to blackmail Miss 
Bamberger by two other men, who, he 
believ ed, were members of a New York 
gang of blackmailers. 


RESCUE CAGE FOR MINES. 


D esig ned 
Fo r 
U se 
W hen 
Reg ula r 
Equipm ent H a s Been Da ma g ed. 
A hoisting cage, designed for u se pri­ 
marily in mine rescu e work, has been 
Inv ented by George S. Rice, chief min­ 
ing engineer of the United States bu ­ 
reau of mines. The cage is the resu lt 
of difficu lties encou ntered by the bu ­ 
reau ’s 
rescu ers 
in 
mine 
disasters 
where the regu lar hoisting equ ipment 
has been so damaged or disarranged 
that it cou ld not be u sed. 
The new cage, which Mr. Rice has 
dev eloped, is collapsible, and it is the 
opinion of officials of the bu reau of 
mines that it will greatly facilitate 
mine rescu e work. 
One cage already 
has been installed on one of the bu ­ 
reau ’s rescu e cars, and it was u sed to 
great adv antage at the recent Banner 
(Ala.) mine disaster. 
Other cars are 
to be similarly equ ipped.

Sandy grou nd is fav ored tor 
the cu ltiv ation of the plant. The y ield 
of seeds is estimated at twenty bu sh 
els per acre. 
The annu al produ ction 
throu ghou t Japan amou nts to 350,000 
bu shels, from which ov er a gallon of 
oil per bu shel is ex tracted. 
The oil. 
before it is u sed, is boiled and then 
cooled u ntil it can be applied by hand 
to u mbrellas with a piece of cloth or 
waste. 
No machinery or tools are 
u sed in apply ing the oil. 
When the 
oiling is completed the u mbrellas are 
ex posed in the su n for abou t fiv e 
hou rs 
This oil is also u sed in mak­ 
ing the Japanese lanterns, artificial 
leather, printing ink. lacqu er, v arnish­ 
es, oil paper and paints.

Th ey sh ow* th at th e tariff collected 
from du itiable imp orts decreased in 
th e first y ear of th e Dingley law nine 
p er cent. 
Th e decrease in tariff collections 
from du tiable and non-du tiable im­ 
p orts combined u nder th e first y ear 
of th e Pay ne-Aldrich law as com­ 
p ared with th e last y ear of th e Ding­ 
ley law’ was 19 p er cent. 
Yet th ere was an actu al increase 
in th e v olume of imp ortations.

His Claim to the Marq uisate and Big 
Estates of the Head of the Well 
Known Beresford Family —His Birth 
Concealed. 


According to dispatches from Lon­ 
don, the courts there may have to de­ 
cide whether or not Georg e Tooth, a 
London jobbing g ardener, is the son of 
a cook or of the fifth Marchioness of 
Waterford. 
The first step in what may prove to 
be a sensational fig ht was taken re­ 
cently in the chancery court 
It con­ 
cerned the technical point of proce­ 
dure referring to the perpetuation of 
evidence taken before an ex aminer 
which would be uninteresting to the 
g eneral reader, but behind these tech­ 
nical preliminaries lies a romantic 
story , the truth of which will req uire 
much disentang ling . 
Tooth's claim to the marq uisate of 
Waterford and the big family estates 
of tbe head of the well known Beres­ 
ford family is briefly this: 
The fifth Marchioness of Waterford, 
who died on April 4, 18 78 , was first 
married to Captain (the Hon.) John 
Vivian, but she eloped to Paris with 
the fifth Marq uis of Waterford, who 
married her after Captain Vivian had 
secured a divorce at the reg istrar’s of­ 
fice at St. Georg e’s.

18 73, 
the marchioness at Cbesham place 
bore a child. 
It was reported to have 
been stillborn, but Tooth declares that 
the child was born alive and is him­ 
self. 
He sug g ests that the ex istence 
of the child was concealed because tbe 
Waterford family 
objected to 
the 
marchioness. 
T o o th ’s Strang e Story . 
“The death of the marchioness,” say s 
Tooth, “was reg istered at Somerset 
House, but the death certificate lacks 
the sig nature of any doctor. 
At 9 
o’clock in the evening of the day I was 
born I was taken to my first foster 
mother, Mrs. Duncan, now dead, who 
lived in Sey mour place, Fulham. 
My 
mother’s maid. Priscilla Ky naston, and 
the doctor took me there. 
I have 
g athered this information from Mrs. 
Duncan’s daug hter, who is now Mrs. 
Godfrey Tborntog eath and who was 
my foster mother after the death of 
her mother. 
“I remained In the care of the Dun­ 
cans until I was about six teen y ears 
old. my father, the Marq uis of Water­ 
ford. 
pay ing them 2 g uineas 
per 
month 
As often as not. especially as 
I g rew7 older, he visited the house per­ 
sonally on the 8 th of every month 
and refused to hand over the money 
until he saw that I was alive and well 
Mrs. Duncan called me Georg e Tooth, 
but

Charles street, off Pall Mall, about ■ 
dozen times, and alway s before he said

write him and address him as ’Deal 
Father.’ and he wrote to me as ‘Dear 
Georg e.’

A Workhouse Child. 
There is another side to the story , of 
course. 
Georg ina Tooth, a sing le wo­ 
man, who was a cook in the service of 
the marchioness when she was Mrs. 
Vivian, became the mother of a child 
in the Holborn workhouse infirmary 
on Jan. 25. 18 72. 
She died there 
on Feb. 3 of the same y ear. 
Mrs. 
Vivian caused the child, who was 
named John Tooth, to be taken to the 
Franciscan monastery at Porto Bellord 
for a few day s. 
Then a maid placed 
him in the care of a Mrs. Jones, whose 
address is unknown. 
It Is asserted that the child was 
afterward placed in care of the Dun­ 
cans and is the present claimant, 
Georg e Tooth. The various dates g iv­ 
en by some people are disputed by 
others, and the usual contradictory 
statements are made. 
Efforts to find 
a record of the birth of John Tooth 
on Jan. 25. 18 72. have hitherto failed. 
The six th Marq uis of Waterford was 
the son of the fifth marq uis by his 
second marriag e. 
He was drowned in 
18 11 
His son. a boy of twelve, is the 
present marq uis. 
About a y ear ag o Tooth created a 
sensation by appearing in Fleet street 
in a frock coat and silk hat carry ing 
sandwich boards, on which was in­ 
scribed: 
“I am the six th Marq uis of 
Waterford. 
I do this to forward my 
case and obtain justice.”

The will of Georg e Boohring er of 
Gloucester City . N. J.. admitted to pro­ 
bate recently , named Henry Mey er as 
ex ecutor and sole leg atee The estate 
consists of packag es of worthless pa­ 
per. Years ag o Boehring er read in a 
newspaper of a man who became 
wealthy almost overnig ht throug h the 
sudden appreciation of stocks and 
bonds which he owned and which had 
been considered worthless. From that 
time on he purchased worthless stocks 
and bonds, and the face value of the 
accumulation 
is said to bJ about 
f 1,000.000.

President Go mez Has Been Granted 
Dictato rial Po wers by Federal Co un­ 
cil to Put Do wn the Rebellio n Fo ­ 
mented by Adherents o f Ex iled Pres­ 
ident and Has Taken Steps to Sup­ 
press Rev o lt in Summary Manner. 


Caracas, Venezu ela, Au g. 2.—It is 
now apparent th at the rev olt started by 
adherents of Cipriano Castro, the de­ 
posed 
president 
of 
Venezu ela, 
has 
reached a stage which has inspired the 
gov ernm ent with fears of a g reat u p­ 
rising against the Gomez adm inistra­ 
tion. This was indicated when federal 
cou ncil au thorized P resident Gomez to 
assu m e dictatorial pow ers u ntil the 
m ov em ent is cru shed. G eneral Gomez 
sent a circu lar to the gov ernors of all 
the states, inform ing them th a t the 
Castro faction is in arm ed rebellion 
and asking them for co-operation to 
q u ell the rev olt. 
The circu lar sent ou t by President 
Gomez say s: 
“G eneral Cipriano Cas­ 
tro, impelled by am bition and the craze 
for power, has prov oked a rev olt in 
this repu blic by ordering his partisans 
to arm them selv es against the consti­ 
tu tional gov ernm ent. 
“Already rebel forces In sev eral lo­ 
calities hav e distu rbed the pu blic or­ 
der. 
It is necessary for y ou to be on 
the side of the gov ernm ent to cru sh 
the rebels. 
The peace of the cou ntry 
which conscientiou s V enezu elans are 
bou nd to conserv e, cannot be left to 
the m ercy of adv entu rers who possess 
no idea of decency . 
I tru st y ou will 
fu lfill y ou r du ty .” 
In official circles here It Is asserted 
th a t the cou ntry as a whole is against 
the rev olt and th a t the gov ernm ent 
will be able to retain the u pper hand 
and cru sh the rebellion, as President 
Gomez has receiv ed assu rance of su p­ 
port from the state gov ernors. 
Fights betw een the forces of the 
state gov ernm ents and the rebels are 
reported from the Colombian border 
and the eastern part of Venezu ela. 
General Rosalio Gonzales inv aded the 
state of T achira from Colombia, bu t 
was defeated by G eneral Rom ero and 
forced to retreat. 
G eneral T orres 
Castro, a nephew of the form er dicta­ 
tor, entered Venezu elan territory from 
the sea and attacked the city of Ma- 
eu ro, bu t was defeated by gov ernm ent 
troops and the com m and of G eneral 
Zay ago. 
News has been receiv ed here of the 
departu re from Cu racao of General 
Simon Bello, C astro’s brother-in-iaw, 
with a force of troops aboard a sloop 
bou nd for the Venezu elan coast. 
The 
gov ernm ent denies th at it has receiv ed 
any official inform ation th at Castro 
him self is on Venezu elan soil.

2.—The state de­ 
partm ent has been officially adv ised 
th at Cipriano Castro, one of the great­ 
est trou ble m akers of trou blesom e Ioit- 
in America, has retu rned to Venezu ela 
and taken charge of the forces already 
assem bled in his nam e for the pu rpose 
of ov erthrow ing the Gomez gov ern­ 
m ent in th at cou ntry . 
The pecu liarly em barrassing featu re 
of the situ ation from the W ashington 
point of v iew is the fact th at Am erican 
interests in the Venezu elan capital are 
in the sole charge of a y ou ng clerk or 
legation, the offices of both m inister 
and secretary of legation being v acant. 
Richard Biggs, jr., a y ou ng m an from 
Baltim ore, Md., appointed to the serv ­ 
ice a little m ore than a y ear ago, is the 
clerk of the legation u pon whom now 
rests all the responsibility for hand­ 
ling the delicate diplom atic situ ation 
in V enezu ela which m u st inev itably 
arise w ith the progress of the C astro 
rev olu tion. 
S ecretary Bry an called u pon the 
nav y departm ent to ru sh a ship to Ven­ 
ezu ela. 
The nav y departm ent a t once 
assigned the cru iser Des Moines to 
this du ty , and she will sail in a day or 
two for V enezu ela from Bru nswick, 
Ga. 
H er sailing will be delay ed u ntil 
H enry F. Tennant, form erly third sec­ 
retary at Mex ico City and now on du ty 
a t the state departm ent, can reach 
Bru nsw ick and board her. 
T ennant 
has been giv en an em ergency appoint­ 
m ent to act as secretary of legation at 
Caracas and will at once take charge 
of the legation on his arriv al. 
The 
Des Moines will carry him to La Gu ay - 
ra, which is only thirty -fiv e m iles by 
rail from the Venezu elan capital. 
Aoccrding to state departm ent in­ 
form ation 
the C astro rev olu tion is 
likely to assu m e seriou s proportions. 
Castro is reported to be off shore in a 
sm all boat near Coro. 
Coro is the 
port on the north coast not far from 
La Gu ay ra and Caracas, which the rev ­ 
olu tionists hav e seized and made th eir 
headq u arters. 
They 
already 
hav e 
taken ov er the telegraph line and the 
capital is cu t off from com m u nication 
w ith the district.

Postoffic© officials here have receiv­ 
ed the official order 
of 
Postmaster 
General A. S. Burleson 
setting 
out 
the changes in the p aieei p ost ser­ 
vice which are to become 
effective 
August 15. 
This order p rovides for 
the consolidation of the first and sec­ 
ond zones and increase of the weight 
limit on p arcels from 11 to 20 p ounds 
and a reduction of rates. 
The order follows: 
On and after August 15, 19 13, the 
limit of weight of p arcels of fourth- 
class mail for 
delivery 
within 
the 
first and second and zones shall be in­ 
creased from 11 p ounds to 20 p ounds. 
The rate of p ostage on p arcels ex ­ 
ceeding four ounces in weight shall 
be 5 cents for the first p oen 1 and 1 
cent for each additional 2 p ounds oi 
fraction thereof when intended for lo­ 
cal delivery , and 5 cents for tin* first 
p ound and 1 cent for each additional 
p ound or fraction thereof when in­ 
tended for delivery at 
other offices 
within the first and second zones. 
Sections 1, 3, 7 and 15 p ost regula­ 
tions, are amended accordingly . 
The rate for local delhery 
shafi 
ap p ly to all p arcels mailed at a jw>st- 
offiee from which a rural route starts, 
for delivery on such route, or mailed 
at auy p oint on such route for deliv­ 
ery at any other p oint thereon, or at 
the office from which the route starts, 
or on any rural route starting there­ 
from, and on all matter mailed at a 
city carrier office, or at 
any 
p oint 
within its delivery limits, for delivery 
by carriers from that office, or at any 
office for local delivery . 
Fresh meats and 
other 
articles 
mentioned in p aragrap h 2, section 34, 
p arcel p ost regulations, when inclosed 
and wrap p ed in the manner p rescrib­ 


ed by the last 
sentence 
of 
that 


p aragrap h, will be accep ted for mail­ 


ing to offices within the first and sec­ 


ond zones.
